The application has been amended as follows: 

CLAIM AMENDMENTS: 

5. (currently amended) The medical liquid meter as defined in claim 2 1, wherein 
the suspender includes a bag-shaped case for receiving the medical liquid feeding device therein, 
wherein the medical liquid feeding device is suspended by the suspender under the condition that it is 
received in the case. 

8. (currently amended) The medical liquid meter as defined in claim 4 1, wherein 
the weight-measuring device includes a weight-measuring indicator, wherein the weight- measuring 
device is corrected such that the weight-measuring indicator indicates a zero point of a scale when no 
medical liquid is stored in the expandable container. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1, 5-9, 16-17, 19-20 and 22 directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 5, 8-9, 16, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
Election/restriction requirement, claims 5, 8-9, 16 hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 4/29/08 is hereby 
withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, 
applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
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anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 
U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See InreZiegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 5-9, 16-17, 19-20 and 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims in this application 
have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either singly or in combination the 
claimed a medical liquid feeding unit. 

Independent claims 1 and 20 identify the uniquely distinct features: 

the medical liquid feeding device including a hung member; a medical liquid meter for quantifying 
a remaining amount of the medical liquid stored in the expandable container, the medical liquid meter 
including a weight- measuring device for measuring the weight of the medical liquid feeding device and a 
suspender provided on the weight-measuring device, the suspender being configured for disengageably 
engaging the hung member for suspending the medical liquid feeding device, and the weight of the 
medical liquid feeding device being measured under a condition that the medical feeding device is 
suspended by the suspended by the suspender; a cord-shaped connection member adapted, when the 
suspender is disengaged from the medical liquid feeding device, to maintain the connection between the 
medical liquid meter and the medical liquid feeding device there through. 

The closet prior art of record is Hon Kong Woo (GB 2190756); Krasno (US 2,706,755); JP 
2004131102; Barrett et al. (US 6,371,311); Thadani (US 6,608,261); Yang (US 5,922,999); Duncan (US 
1 ,587,904); Bujan (US 3,1 07,745), however these references do not disclose the device as claimed or 
describe above.
